GOOD WORK OF GANZER 


Government Special Agent 
Much Pleased With 
Work in Wise 


Wm. Ganzer, government special 
agent for Denton and Wise counties, 
was a pleasant caller Wednesday. 
He was here lookisg over the condi­ 
tions on 
the 
demonstration farms 
where his instructions had been fol­ 
lowed. 
Mr. Ganzer was greatly pleased 
with the work done. 
He found con­ 
ditions much improved under the new 
methods, even during this exception­ 
ally unfavorable year. 
The yield of 
cotton has been increased from .10 to 
40 per cent over the old methods un­ 
der same condition of seasons; and 
the per cent of lint is larger. The 
average corn yield has been increased 
from five to ten bushels per acre. The 
grade of the products has also been 
raised. 
Among those farmers visited 
bv Mr. Ganzer were Phil Tumelty and 
John Casey. 
Mr. Tumelty followed 
Mr. Ganger's instruction and is much 
pleased with the result. 
His cotton 
yield was greatly increased, and his 
corn averaged IO bushels more to the 
acre. 
Mr. Tumelty has also bought 
a herd of fine jerseys and embarked 
in the dairy business under Mr. Gan- 
zer’s instructions, and is making a 
success of it. 
John Casey will this 
year make a bale to four acres, prac­ 
tically without rain, and the lint is 
averaging 3 per cent more to the hun­ 
dred pounds. 
His corn yield was in­ 
creased five bushels per acre. 
He is 
also very enthusiastic in the demon­ 
strative work. 
Mr. Ganzer believes that these re^ 


suits will cause many other of our 
farmers to take up the improved meth­ 
ods. 
He is anxious to get all farmers 
interested in the work, and is anxious 
to answer all who desire information. 
He gives us the following ten rules of 
farming which would greatly improve 
the condition of any who follow them: 
1. 
Prepare a deep and thoroughly 
pulverized seed bed, well drainsd; 
break in the fall to depth of 6, 8 or IO 
inches, according to the soil, with im­ 
plements that will not brihg too much 
subsoil to the surface. 
2. 
Use seed of the best variety. 
3. 
In cultivated crops give the rows 
and the plants in the rows a space 
suited to the plant, soil and climate. 
4. 
Use intensive tillage during the 
growing period of the crops. 
5. 
Secure a high content of humus 
in the soil by the use of legumes, 
barnyard manure, farm refuse and 
commercial fertilizers. 
6. 
Carry out a systematic crop ro­ 
tation with a winter cover crop. 
7. 
Accomplish more work in a day 
by using more horse power abd better 
implements. 
8. 
Increase the farm stock to the 
extent of utilizing all the waste prod­ 
ucts and idle lands of the farms. 
ll. 
Produce all the food required 
for the family and animals on the 
farm. 
IO. 
Keep an account of each farm 
product, in order to know from which 
the gain or loss arises.

A Messenger reporter, in company 
with Justice Tom Greer, 
Frank J. 
Ford and Tom L. Ball, went down 
to the Burton home, five miles south­ 
east of town, Monday morning to 
witness the taking of testimony in re­ 
gard to the death of Elmore Burton, 
which occurred Thursday, Sept. 23. 
As the Messenger was going to press 
last week the report of the young 
man’s 
sad taking off reached us, 
and 
the 
rumor 
gained 
currency 
that from 
ail 
the 
circumstances 
connected with the affair, it seemed a 
case of suicide. This report was giv­ 
en color by the fact that one year 
ago to the day Elmore Burton's broth 
er met his death 
by 
accidentally 
shooting himself, and the supposition 
was that Elmore, brooding over this 
matter on the anniversary 
of his 
brother’s death, and while despon­ 
dent, decided to end life’s fitful fever. 
The Messenger published this report 
at the time. 
After the excitement, 
caused by the sad occurrence, had 
somewhat subsided, a party, headed 
by. Justice Greer, again visited the 
scene and a searching investigation 
was instituted, and after much dili­ 
gent work on the case by the justice, 
assisted by Frank J. Ford, no motive 
under the sun can be found why El­ 
more Burton, in the best of health, 
happily wedded to his ideal, prosper­ 
ous in the world’s goods, standing 
high in church circles and numbering 
his friends by the score, would seek 
to destroy all and plunge himself in­ 
to the unknown. 
His life was happy, 
his disposition cheerful; young and 
ambitious to do things good, and 
noble and true, it is not within the 
province of reason to believe this 
splendid speciman of the ideal young 
American man would entertain 
the 
thoughts and dreams of a beclouded 
brained, reckless fellow who desires 
death as a relief from trials and vici- 
situdes of a mis-spent, unprofitable 
life. No, from the evidence and testi­ 
mony of those who have known him 
from babyhood, those who have trod 
life’s path and been associated with 
him in the dawn of his manhood, and 
intimately associated with him after 
he reached man’s estate, tell the same 
story of truth, nobility and virtue. 
Elmore Burton stood for that which 
is the goal of the ambitious, the brave 
and persevering. 
From the evidence and circumstanc­ 
es it appears that after removing the 
rifle flora the buggy the buggyhouse 
door was blown shut by the wind, and 
in trying to stop the door, Elmore 
carelessly put the butt of the rifle 
against the door and the gun was 
discharged.
